On 
thatsame ballot Major Bacon had 159% 
votes, or within 1's votes of our last Sunday’s 
estimate of his vote, which was 141. No 
estimate was ever more accurately sustained, 
while the estimate of the opposition that 
gave Boynton a vote of 100 as his original and 
added only 22 votes as second choice for 
Boynton, is more than absurd when the 
record shows that he has received 15414 votes 
with four other candidates voted for. 

Between these extremes of 154)4 and 139, 
there are about 15 votes that seem to go in. 
differently from one vote to the other—while 
each candidate has from 4 to6 votes that are 
sent out here and there on complimentary 
excursions—and used to work up ‘“‘spurts”’ 
with. On one ballot yesterday boynton had 
153 and Bacon 149, or about that. On the 
next ballot these figures were reversed, and 
the chairman of a delegation of 
four votes, said: ‘‘That’s right, we'll just 
keep them balancing with each other.”’ 

It is easy tosee that the Boynton men had 
the best of yesterday’s work. They were 
somewhat demoralized the night before, 
while the Bacon men were jubilant, and 
boasted that they would rush their candidate 


his 


through easily in the morning session. 
It was said they claimed to _ have 


gained 6 Boynton votes,@nd would open with 
160. On the contrary, they opened with 
about 7 votes less than they closed with the 
day before. At the noon recess they said 
openly that they would rush their man 
through in tbe afternoon—but he never came 
within 3 votes of his highest vote of the 
morning, and the Boynton men on the other 
band touched their highes vote. 

Besides recovering their nerve and courage 
the Boynton men on the second day showed 
much better discipline. They were the most 
of them new men, and all of them new in 
organization, whiie the Bacon ranks were fill- 
ed with ex-members of the house and skilled 
parliamentarians. They also had the ad- 
vantage of having fought a campaign under 


the same leader only six months 
ago, and having gone through 
a convention under him last 


fall. They were veterans against militia ina 
certain sense. On yesterday the Boynton 
men were in much better fighting trim, and 
received the assaults of their opponents with 
admirable tact and temper. It goes without 
saying that the McDaniel and the Cook forces 
are made up almost without exception of 
picked men,and made every possible point 
for their favorites. 

The review of yesterday’s work, with the 
details of the session and the outlook for to- 
day, will be found below: 


A Review of Yesterday's Work.

“You had better say,’’ said a delegate last night, 
‘that there are 50 delegates in the convention who 
have been interested in keeping off a nomination, 
notincluding the men who are really devoted to 
the four candidates. Of this 4) men, about half 
are opposed to Bacon or Boyuten and the other half 

re interested, in this or that dark horse. 

“This much is true, and the balloting seemed to 
show that the balance of the convention was about 
equally divided as a final choice between Boynton 
aud Bacon. That candidate of these two that se 
cures the largest half of the vote that is really in” 
different between them wili take the nomination. 
That isthe way I put it up.’ 

It appears to us that outside of the McDaniel and 
Cook vote, putting the one at 34’, and the other 
at 15 votes, Boynton is from six to ten votes stronger 
than Bacon. Itis claimed tnat Bacon would get a 
small majority of the McDaniel-Cook vote if it were 
to be divided. The Boynton men deny this, and 
only a final ballot between Boynton and Bacon, if 
such a ballot should ever come, will settle which 
is right. Jt is sufficient to ray that such 
a ballot would be a very exciting 


one at the start and close all the way through. 


Mr. Boynton’s friends claim that they could have 
made Boynton’s vote on the next to the last ballot 
yesterday evening 162 by calling in certain votes 
that were “‘excurting,”’ and that, too, without 
drawing from the McDaniel and Cook votes. 
if this is true. Mr. Boyntou can 
be handsomely nominated. It is no secret 
that yesterday evening the Boyuton man expected 
& genera] *“‘break’’ on <ither one of the three last 
ballots, in which the issue would be narrowed to 
Bacon and Boynton and without desiring to hasten 
the issue, were ready for it. 

THE CONFERENCE IDEA AND THE DARK HORSES, 
rday of & 
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ject was three or four times brought before the con- 
vention. It was proposed to have a conference 
committee that would suggest a new course—an- 
other plan was to withdraw both of the leading 
candidates—another was to let each congressionai 
district select one member of a committee of nine 
that should name acandidate. None of these prop” 
ositions was accepled—and none considerably dis- 
cussed, 

Last night the conference rumors flew thick and 
fast, and all sorts of things were talked about, but 
it was hard to run them down toanything tangible. 
One theory is that it will be impossible to transfer 
the heavy vote of either Boynton or Bacon to any 
other man without the opposing candidate catch- 
ing enough to nominate him, while others hold 
that neither of the leaders can ever be nominated. 
It is probable that some sort of conference resolu- 
tions may be offered. 

At each of the caucuses last night the enthusiasin 
was even higher than at the previous meetings, ard 
without any break that was reported to the outside 
world the delegates decided to stand by their candi- 
dates as long as was desired. 


Yesterday Morning's Session. 
Yesierday morning the hall of the house of rep- 
resentatives was packed with delegates, citizens 
generally, politicians, pages, newspaper men und 
various other individuals long before the hour of 
half-past nine arrived. In the gallery a few bright 


colored dresses showed: where fair ones 
had gathered to witness the po- 
litical struggle. This convention has been 


characteristic for the small number of ladies who 
witness its proceedings. It does not seem toattract 
the fair’sex. 

At haif-past nine Judge Crisp ascended the stand 
and calied the convention to order, whereupon Mr. 
Turner, of Troup, offered the following resolution: 

Resolved, That the interests of the democratic 
party weuld be materally subserved, if, in the future 
the several counties of the state would select a num- 
ber of delegates to represent them in the conven- 
tions of the party. not greater than the amount of 
votes they are entitled to therein, and thatthe 


state executive committee be requested to 
so limit the number of delegates. 
Mr. Harris, of Worth.—Mr. Presdent: I move to 


lav that resolution on the table; nominaiens are 
nowin order. lama democrat, and when the 
boys want to have a convention and their counties 
appoint them, and they come here at their own ex- 
pense, we say let them come. [Applause. | 

The resolution of Mr. Tuner was laid 
table. 

The chair appointed the following as a commit- 
tee to solicit contributions frow the members to 
defray the expenses incident tothe holding of the 
convention: Messrs. Sweat, of Clinch; Tatum, of 
Dade and Shannon, of Franklin. 

As soon as the convention was fairly settled down 
the call of the counties was begun for the sixth 
ballot. Important developments were expected bu 
the results were not far from those of the previous 
day.

The announcement enspirited the Beynton men 
nolittle. They had pulled their man upto an even 
lead with Bacon, and they did still better on the 
next ballot. When it was called Boynton gained 
one from Meriwether and one from Paulding, car- 
rying both counties solid. This carried him ahead 
and the eud of the ballot left the candidates stand-

ing: Boynton, 144 2-5; Bacon, 142 3-10; McDaniel, 
84 3-10; Cook, 15; Simmons, 4; Martin J. 
Crawford, 4; Logan E, Bleckley, 2. 


The four votes for Crawford were given by Harris 
county and were received with applause as Judge 
Crawford had been freely discussed on the floor 
and in the galleries as 4 very probable dark horse. 
Kabun county showed her preference for Judge 
Bleckley on this ballot and complimented him with 
her two votes. 

The eighth ballot was ordered, Rabun gave up 
Judge Bleckley, but instead of going back to Bacon 
voted for Boynton. Meriwether remained solid for 
him. Harris went back to Bacon and was wel- 
comed with cheers. The ballot stood: Boynton 
149 2-5; Baeon, 14745; McDaniel, 32 4-15 Cook, 15; 
Simmons, 5; McCutchen 4. Dadeand Walker had 
left Bacon and Boynton to go over and pay their 
respects to Judge C. D. McCutchen, who is one of 
the most popular men in north Georgia. On the 
next ballot they wheeled back into their old lines. 
The only incident that enlivened this portion of 
the proceedings was a dispute between the 
two delegates from Crawford couniy about the right 
to cast its two votes. The two delegates were Dr. J. 
N. Smith and A. J. Burnett. When the county was 
called on the sixth ballot Dr. Smith rose tocast the 
yote of the county, as usual, for Simmons, Mr. 
Burnett interrupted him and said: 


Mr. Chairman—I have a right to cast one of those 
votes, and I want to cast it for McDaniel. 


This created some consternation, and it was in 
ereased when the the delegates metin the center 
aisle and had quite a spirited argument with 
each other overthe question. Dr. Smith was pro- 
ceeding to give the fucts in the case when he was 
called to order ly several parties. Mr. Livingstone, 
of Newton, raised the point of order that the roll 
call could not be interrupted by such a proceeding, 
and said that the question should go to the commit- 
tee on credentials for consideration, Mr. Butler, of 
Morgan, said that the question was one of the 
highest privilege, and he did not see how the dele- 
gate from Crawford could be cut off from his rights. 
Mr. Livingstone declared that it was not a ques 
tion of privilege and the only disposition to be 
made of it was terefer itto the committee on cre- 
dentials. 

General Young of Bartow—If your committee 
on credentials was not createdfor just such cases 
as this,in thename of God what was it made for? 
[Applause. | 

The motion to refer the question to 
the committee on credentials prevailed. The dele- 
gates waived their rights to vote on the sixth and 
seventh ballots while the committee was consider- 
ing the matter. ¥ 

Mr. Westmoreland, of Fulton, reported that the 
committee had carefully examined into the circum- 
stances of thecase. Dr. Smith had some proxies in 
bis hands which he desired to vote. The county, 
however, had two delegates present and the com- 
mittee recommended that each of them be allowed 
to cast one vote. Mr. Jordan of Hancock, asked 
fora statement of the facts, but withdrew the re- 
quest and the report was unanimously agreed to. 
at the conclusion of the call of counties for the Sth 
ballot Judge Gibson, of Warren, arose and said: 


Mr. President: I move theta recess be taken for 
twenty min tes, and thata = cae Sem | 
each ‘sional district be ted to report 
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| some resolutions by which the party be may united 
upon one candidate, | think that during that time 
perhaps names at present before the convention 
may be withdrawn. Something of the kind must be 
done to get out of this position. Somebody must 
be left off, 

Mr. Kibbee, of Pulaski, moved to lay the mo- 
tion on the table. The motion to lay on the table 
was adopted, P 

The cail of the roll on the ninth ballot proceeded, 
When the name of Morgan was reached, Hon. Da- 
vid E. Butler, of that county, arose and said: 

Mr. President—Morgan county, sir, while havin 
a choice in this great struggle, has complimenites 
nearly all the candidates; and now, sir, to contrib- 
ute asmuch as possible to the continuation of 
peace, hermony, and the great good .will which is 
existing between all these gentlemen and repre- 
sentatives of the great state of Georgia, on this 
occasion Morgan votes solidly—half a vote for 
Boynton and the balance for McDaniel. [| Laughter.’ 

Vhen Worth county was reached Hon. W. A. 
Harris arose and said: 

Mr. President: Followiug the spirit of my Gis- 
tinguished friend front Morgan, 1 shall now _ vyote 
one vote for Boynton and one for Bacon. [Applause 
and laughter. | 

The ninth ballotj showedjno material change and 
was as follows: Boynton, 14744; Bacon, 141 4-5; Me- 
Daniel, 34 7-10; Cook, 17; fimmons, 5. 

On the tenth ballot the vote was: Boynton, 1464; 
Bacon, 147 3-10; McDaniel, 3644; Cook, 15; Siam 
mons, —. 

After the decision in the Crawford county case, 
Mr. Burvett cast his vote steadily for Boynton. 

Dr Smith stuck for three or four ballots to Sim- 
mons und then went to Bacon. 

While the vote on the tenth ballot was proceeding 
Mr, Butler arose and said, when Morgan was 
reached: 

“If I knew the name of a single hardshell demo- 
crat among these distinguished gentlemen, or avy 
where else in the state of Georgia, that by receiving 
my vote now would harmonize this convention and 


bring us toa unanimoas conclusion, I would yote 
for that man.’’ 

A scene of rreat confusion arose 
and the hall was filled with re-

peated cries of ‘‘Boynton!’’ ‘“‘Bacon!"’ “‘Boynton. 
‘‘Bacon!’’ Mr. Butler smiled ina tantalizing sort 
of way and resumed: 

“‘Mr. President, this diversity of sentiment satis- 
fies me that this convention is not yet ready fora 
step of that kind and for that reason, sir, I cast che 
two votes of Morgan county for the Hon. Henry 
D, McDaniel.’’ 

A semi-howl of disappointment and laughter 
greeted the announcement. 


On the eleventh ballot the Bacon men did their 
very best and lifted their candidate to the highest 
notch toward the coveted 176 votes he has yet 
known. On this ballot nearly all of Cook’s strength 
was thrown to Bacon. His votes from Calhoun, 
Lee, Sculey, Macon, Taylor and Webster all went 
to Bacon. The Sumter votes were thrown to Me 
Daniel. The Boyntou men stood the dash wonder- 
fully well, and responded toit with a rally of their 
own which gave Boynton the biggest vote he had 
received up to thattime. When this short, sharp 
fight was over the resuit was: Boynton, 151; Bacon, 
156 4-5; McDaniel, 421-5. The announcement was 
cheered by both sides. The Bacon men had come 
within 49 votes of a victory and were jubilant. 
The Boynton men felt that their opponents had put 
forth their whole force, and had failed in making 
an expected sweep. £0 both were satisfied, both 
unshaken : 

While the rol! was being called upon the eleventh 
ballot, efforts were made to obtain a recess. The 
chair ruled thata-motion to adjourn pending the 
calling of the roll was not in order. 

When the ballot was concluded Mr. 
Morgan, arose and said: 


Mr. President: It does seem to me that there sr 
some names and perhaps one name ain. 
those of all the great statesmen in 
Georgia that will bring harmony 
to this convention and stop this dead lock. [Cries 
of ‘‘Order! order!’’ from all parts of the house. } 

Mr. Young, of Bartow—I rise toa point of order. 
There is nothing in order now but to call the roll 
and yote. [Applause. | 

A voice—He comes too often. [Laughter. | 

The chair—The inclination of the mind 
chair is to sustain the point. 

Mr. Butler—If you do I will appeal from it. 

A voice: Let him appeal and then we’ll settle i*. 

Mr. Young: I withdraw the point of order. 

Mr. Butler: Thank you, sir. Free speech in Geor- 
gia is yet maintained. [Applause and laughter. | 
i have shown a liberality myself in this convention 
in the few little votes we have had that transcends 
all that you big men have shown. 

A voice—That sort of liberality takes somebody 
else’s time. 

Mr. Butler—I want to cast the votes of Morgan for 
a gentleman whose character and escutcheon 
stands untarnished, a man who is not here clamor- 
ing for your votes. That man is the Hon. Martin 
J. Crawford. Loe 9 menor Morgan casts one vote 
for Crawford and one for ic Daniel. 


The twelfth ballot put General Cook back in the 
lists and remanded to him nearly all his old coun- 
ties. There was no significant change otherwise. 
“he result was: Boynton, 1472-5; Bacon, 153 3-10: 
McDaniel, 33 3.10; Cook, 15; Crawford, 1. The vote 
for Crawford was cast by David E. Butler, of Madi- 
son, who seemed bent on a general tour of compli- 
mentary attention to all the candidates and all the 
dark horses. After this ballot both sides seemed 
willing to rest until after dinner. A recess was 
taken at a quarter to one until 3 o'clock.

Afternoon Session, 

When the hands of the clock pointed to the hour 
of three Judge Crisp, the ever urbane chairman, 
called the convention to order and announced tha 
the counties would be called forthe thirteenth bal- 
lot. Hon. Dupont Guerry, of Sumter, elbowed his 
way through the dense crowd and took a stand di- 
rectly in front of the speaker's desk. Facing the 
audience Mr. Guerry, in a deliberate and impressive 
manner, said: 


Asa private citizen of this state, and as an hum- 
ble member of this convention, 1 desire to make a 
nomination. We have had only three so far; and 
as far as the gentiemen who have been :ominated 
are concerned, | wish to say nothing in disparage- 
ment of eitherone of them. Their records have 
been mentioned and  eulogized, The dis- 
tinguished geutleman from the county of Bibb 
has been presented to you by one of the 
ablest of our feilow-citizens, and has been present- 
ed in glowing and eloquent terms. We al: kpow 
him. We know his recurd. We kuow his character 
both public and private; and no man dares to rise 
in this conyeution and assail it. [Applause ] . He is 
distinguished not only among us, but as am accom- 
plished parliamentarian, he is known throughout 
ihe extent of thisunion. [Applause.} The second 
gentleman who has been nominated is in effect a 
present incumbent. I1 propose to say nothing 
against him politically or otherwise. I have known 


bim officially ; have known him 
personally. He is honest, he is 
incorrupt, he is_ incorruptible. 


| Applause. 
There is still another ; last but not least. | Applause. 
I refer to Hon. H. D. McDaniel, from the county of 
Walton, who, if it had not been for his modesty, 
would before now have been the governor of this 
state. [Applause.}| These, and these only, have 
been presented to thisconvention. We have had 
bailot after ballot; each and every one of them 
have been futile;] and tl beg leave to say here, 
after what have said in refer- 
ence to the two leading candidates, 
and it is what every honest man in this convention 
must recognize to be the truth—that the nomination 
of neither one of them will bring general satisfac- 
Lion to the great masses of Georgia democrats. [ Ap- 
plause.| The man whom I wish to present has a 
record wo. He has been tried like these other men; 
but he has been tried more, and has been tried 
longer. j|Applause.| He has already been voied 
for bere, though not formally presented. 

He begau life with the most meager educational 
opportunities, He had ne educationjat West Point 
or elsewhere, buthe was a natural born soldier, He 
entered the confederate se: vice as a private soldier 
but his merits alone brought him before the close 
of the final campaign to the rank of brigadier-gen- 
eral. {Applause}. He fought through the entire 
war. He was wounded at Malvern Hill at Chan- 
cellorville and duriug the night attack upon Peters- 
burg aud when the war was over and such peace as 
we weno had which came to most of us Came not to

Mr. butler, of Morgan, seconded the nomination 


in a short speech as follows: 


it is with great pleasure, sir, that I rise to my feet 
to secoud the nomination of my distinguished 
friend. Ifthere bea man from the mountains to 
the gulfand from the Chattahéochee to the Savan- 
nah river whose name and fame and honor and in- 
tegrity and service and u nswerving devotion to his 
people stands foremost among the people of Geor- 
gia that man is the distingushed gentleman who 
ismamed. And if the members of this convention 
desire to send unity and harmony all over this broad 
Jand to preserve the pleasant relations which have 
existed in all these ballotings, and the good will and 
affection displayed one for another they will come 
forward unanimously to the support ofthis omi 
nation. It is well for brethren to dwell together in 
unity. “It is like the ointment on the head which 
ran down upon the beard, even Aaron’s beard that 
went down to the skirts of his garments.”’ The odor 
of which will sweeten the political atmosphere of 
this state and harmonize aid differences. When the 
people of Georgia have heard your decision they 
will wake up with one acclaim from one end of the 
land to the other and say, ‘Well done, thou good 
and faithful servants.’’ [Applause. | 


On the thirteenth ballot General Cook had all his 
old counties and was reinforced from Berrien, De- 
Kalb, Morgan, Worth, Laurens and Lumpkin. This 
ballotstood: Boynton 148 29-30: Bacon 142 2-15: 
McDaniel 28 9-10; Cook 30, 

The forteenth ballot was almost identical and was 
as follows: Boynton 149 12 30; Bacon 143 19-30: Me- 
Daniel 254 5: Cook 31. 

The convention seeméd to have settled down 
strictly to business, and the ballots were not for a 
whileinterrupted by any remarksor motion of 
any kind whatsoever. Mr. Butler, of 
Morgan, once in awhile broke the mo- 
notony by making some humorous reference to the 
reasons which influenced his one floating vote. 
Once General Young called him to order, and both 
parties appealed to the chair to decide Whether the 
delegate could proceed. Before any decision was 
made General Young withdrew his objection, and 
Mr. Butler had ‘this say.’’ 

The fiftieth ballot resulted as follows: Boynton 
147; Bacon, 138; McDaniel, 35; Cook, 30. 

On the sixteenth ballot the Boynton delegates d®- 
veloped remarkable strength. The vote of Hall 
county was taken from McDaniel and given to 
Boynton amid deafening cheers. Mcintosh, 
usually for Bacon, was likewise saluted as it came 
into the Boynton column. Pierce, another Bacon 
county, also went into the Boynton line. The en- 
thusiasm these and other changes for Boynton cre- 
ated was considerably balanced for the Baconites 
when Wilkes, which had usually cast 3 for McDan- 
ieland 1 for Bacon, gave Bacon a solid shot of 4 
votes. 

However, Boynton had called in all his scattered 
strength and gained the recruits mentioned. He 
wert to his highest point and amid cheers from his 
enthusiastic delegations the following was an- 
nounced as thesixteentn ballot: Boynton, 1544; 
Bacon, 1424; MeDaniel, 31%; Cook, 2i%. After 
ihis ballot there was a considerable pause, 
and when the result had been announced Judge 
Gibson, of Warren, arose and said: 


Mr. President: It does seem to me that we have 
nade a continuous aud lengthy effort for the pur- 
pose of making a nomination for governor. Iam 
not aware that the result has sufficiently changed 
since the time we commenced yesterday until now 


to authorize the belief that there will be a nomi- 
nation by continuing this ballot; and 
I again urge upon the convention § the 


proposi ion that a conference committee be ap- 
pointed, to be composed of the representatives of 
the candidates, and that while the committee is in 
session a recess of this convention be taken. 
make this proposition with the view that the mem- 
hers of the committee shall befappointed from the 
delegations of each candidate, and that in this way 
we may be enabled to at a speedy end to the con- 
test: 

The Chair: How long do you wish to make the re- 
cess? 

Judge Gilson: Only about twenty minutes. It 
can be done in that time as well as ina day; pro- 
vided that before the recess is taken, gentlemen 
be selected representing the different candidates. 
In this way some plan may be devised to get out of 
our present trouble. 

Judge Hood, of Randolph—I desire to offera sub- 
stitute for that proposition of the gentleman from 
Warren, and thut is that a committee of One from 
each congressional district be appointed by the chair 
as a conference committee I have sat here and 
voted for more than twenty-four hours. lam tired 
and worn out withit. I have discharged the duty 
that Il undertook for my people. I have voted long 
enough. Itis necessary for harmony and success 
of the democratic party that somebodggshould be 
nominated by this convention, ‘and the 
vomination should be as near unani- 
mous as possible. If there is any means in the 
world by which that end could be obtained, it is 
the duty of this convention to reach it in some way 
orother. I feel thatI have discharged my duty to 
my friends. I hope that every other gentleman 
feels the same way. If I know myself I have no in- 
terest in this contest except the success of the dem- 
ocratic party of Georgia. [Applause.| If there 
is any man here who represents a county in 
this state who has any other feeling, who has any 
other interests to subserve, he had best go home. 
[Applause.} It is not patriotic; itis not democratic. 
Let us see uow if we cannot reconcile the difference 
in thisconvention. Howcanit be done! By these 
continuous ballots day after day until the day of 
the election? I am apprehensive that there are 
gentlemen who would sit here and ballot from 
now until the day of the election, unless they 
could secure the nomination of their faverite. I 
desire tosay for myself that I do not sympathize 
with sucha course. I want them to make a nom- 
ination. I want one acceptable to the people 
of Georgia. How can we reach the end? 
I propose this as a means to see if we 
can reach it, I say appoint a committee of nine or 
el-ven. You may os them from the state at 
langeand from each congressional district. Let 
them meet to-nightand consult, Let them be hon- 
est men—patriots who have the good of the state 
and the democratic party at heart; and it is my 
opinion that they can reach a conelusion by to- 
morrow mornin g. 

Mr. Kibbee. of Pulaski, arose and said; 

This proposition, Mr. President, does not com- 
mend itself tomy judgment. While I have confi- 
dence in the chair, I say that no committee of con- 
ference could be selected which weuld be accepta- 
ble withouta caucus meeting. They would not be 


ace edited representatives and would have no 
power without the authority of 
their respective cancuses, These gentie- 


men otherwise may not represent the feelings of 
thefriends whose interests a are selected to look 
after. Therefore I say itis impracticable, and I 
move to lay the motion upon the table.

A WOMAN'S LIFE. 


FROM BRILLIANT NUPTIALS T 
BEGGAR'S SHROUD. | 


Mre. Relyeoa’s Romance--Twice Married to Men of 
Great Wealtd, Taken in by Designing Sobe mere, 
and Finally Dies in Poverty~Two 
Brothers Abscond With the Funds. 
New York, April i1.—Mrs. Mary L. Relyea, a 
public school teacher, with an unusual personel 
history, died in the residence of her brother-in-law, 
Mr. Coggeshall, at No. 37 Sidney Place, leaving an 
eight-year-old daughter. Mrs. Relyea was the sis- 
ter of General Hugh McNeil, who won fame during 
the war. She wasin her maidenhood, the belle of 
Brooklyn, her beauty resembling that type of which 
Mrs. Scott Siddonsisan example. She was married 
to Mr. Rockefeller, brother of J. S. Rockefeller, of 
the Standard Oil company, and went with him to 
live in Montana, where he held a state office, and 
lived in luxury. They had a costly home and 


until his health broke down. He felt if he could 
breathe the air of his native place, Round 
Brook, N. J., he wonld be better, and 
he and his wife started across 
the plainer. Hediedin «& stage. She carried his 
body several days with her im the stage, but finally, 
at the request of the passengers, left it to be shipped 
east. Her husband possessed a large estate, but his 
western agent is said to have despoiled the widow 
ofallofit. She becamea pupil of Peter Cooper's 
school of telegraphy wHfen she wasa girl. She had 
a most ardent lover in Mr. Relyea, whose life was 
almost blighted by disappointment by her first 


marriage, and he broke into a prosperous career in 
New York to go into stock raising in Montana. 
When he heard she was a widow he stared east, re- 
newed his suit with poor success at first, but his 
persistence ended in her marriage. 5 
experienced then a transition from poverty and 
went again to Montana. She came east for her 
health, and after the birth of her child her husband 
sold his ranch and pocketed the proceeds, amount- 
ind to over $20,000 in cash, and started east. He 
has never been heard from since. She believed he 
was murdered and robbed on the way east. Wil- 
liam Orton, president of the Western Uunion Tele- 
graph company, became much interested in her, 
and as she could telegraph he paces all of the 
Western Union lines at her disposal, and she 
searched by wire everywhere for some trace of her 
husband, but in vain. She was then given a posi- 
tion as a telegraph operator, and until Mr. Orton’s 
death he provided pleasant positions for her, but 
her health suecumbed to the work when her pro- 
tector died. Atlength she secured a position as 
teacher in the public school, No. 32, at President 
and Hoyt streets, where she taught until a few days 
ago. She died of pneumonia. 
Something of a sensation was created in Wall 
street Monday by the statement that there had 
been a large misuse of trustfunds. Finally the re- 
orts connected the names of Henry H. Tobias and 
Vashington Tobias with the misappropriation, 
They are the sov.s of Mrs. Hermione Tobias, the 
widow of the late Alfred Tobias, who resides at No, 
12 East Forty-eighth street, with whom they lived.

MURDEROUS ENCOUNTER. 


Gus Wells Maa His Throat Cut by Jack Belcher—A 
Fatal Shot Te-night. 
From the Columbus Enquirer. 

Last nizht about 11 o'clock, information 
was received at this office of a bloody tragedy 
in Browneville, by which Gus Wells lost his 
life. It seems that Jack Belcher and Gus 
Wells had engaged in a band to hand fight 
during the day in which Wells got rather the 
best of Belcher. Last night about 10 o’cloek 
Belcher went to John McRae’s residence, 
where Wells was attending a party, and as 
subsequent events show, for the purpose of 
taking the life of Wells. He found Wells 
sitting in a chairasleep and walked up behind 
him andcuthbis throat. Belcher then jumped 
from a window tnd escaped to this city. 
Wells got up and started home, but was 
found a few minutes laterinaditch. He 
was taken to the residence of his brother-in- 
law, Jonn Clegg, where he died in about 
twenty minutes from the time he was cut. 
We learn that both men were drinking at the 
time of the killing. Wells was a butcher 
and leaves a wife and two children. Belcher 
is alSo a married man. The police were 
searching for Belcher last night, but at iast 
accounts had not succeeded in arresting him. 
The occurrence is not only asad one for the 
families of the unfortunate men, but must be 
very much regretted by the good citizens of 
Browneville. 

Yesterday morning about 10 o'clock Fred 
Mason and Jim Salisbury, two negro boys 
about sixteen or seventeen years of age, were 
sitting on the bridge at the brickyard tam- 
pering with ashot gun. Fred Mason had the 
gun in his hand, when Jim Salisbury asked 
him to let him see it. The gun was handed 
to Jim and he began to tamper with the ham- 
mer. The gun was very easy on trigger, and 
when Jim pulled the hammer back and 
turned it loose, it flew down on the cap and 
the whole load entered the side of Mason’s 
head, laying bare his brain and killing him 
instantly. Salisbury gave himself up and 
was placed in jail, but was afterwards re- 
leased, as the relatives of the deceased de- 
clined to prosecute him. Coroner Brooks 
summoned a jury and held an inquest. After 
an investigation the jury arrived at the con- 
clusion that the killing was accidental.

Turner vs. Western and Atlantic railroad. 
Non suit from Whitfield. Railroads. Dam- 
ares, Negligence.

Crawtord, J.—1. A declaration against a rai}- 
road for damages alleged as follows: 
enteréd one of defendant's trains as a passen- 
ger, and took his seat as such. It was a freight 
train with the usual caband accomodations for 
passengers provided on such trains. Before 
entering it, he inquired of the engineer if the 
latter would stop at Tilton. The latter replied 
that he did not know, but that they would 


stop at Beardsley’s he knew, and: plaintiff 


could walk the balance of the way. Upon this 
statement, plaintiff entered the car orderly and 
decently, with the money to pay bis p isse, 
and therby became a passenger of said com- 
pany and entitled to all privileges and treat- 
mentincident tothat relation. Being thus

situated, the conductor in charge of the train 
entered and plaintiff asked him the 
same question § that had been asked 


of the engineer, when the said conductor and 
servant of the company, whilst thus being 
treated with about matters in the line of his 
duty and without provocation, cursed abused 
and ill-treated plaintiff, striking him over the 
head and face with a large lantern from five ff 
seven blows, thereby bruising, wounding and 
eutting himin the head, face and lips, and 
finally knocking him out of the car door and 
causing him to fall across the iron on the 
track, producing a severe injury of the back.

Held, that this declaration was not an ac- 
tion brought fora breach of contract in not 
carrying plaintiff as a passenger on defend- 
ants train, but was an action of trespass on 
the case, and the holding of the judge to the 
contrary was error.

Where a case was referred to 
an auditor, who reported thereon in favor 
of the plaintiff, the report Was. 
accepted by the court, and opportunity 
civen to all parties to except, if they failed to 
do so Within the time prescribed by the order, 
or having excepted there was a finding against 
them, the judgment should have been en- 
tered in favor of the plaintiff upon the re- 
port. Code, 2275137, 3138, 5140, 5097, 3097 (d), 
1203 and citations. 

(a.) Two fi. fas. were issued againt a county 
treasurer and his sureties, for his default in 
paying over taxes. The treasurer and his 
sureties separately filed aflidavits of illegality 
to each of these fi. fas., and the cases were re- 
turned to the superior court. The aftidavits 
of the principal and sureties were attached to 
the fi. fas. to which they were respectively 
applicable; and the two cases were entered 
on the docket.

4, Itisthe duty of the governor to take 
the bond of a county treasurer, administer 
the oath of office, and thereupon deliver his 
commission to him. Not being able to at- 
tend to these details in person, he may by his 
dedimus potestatem devolve this duty upon 
one of the officers of the state authorized to 
administer oaths. The power of such oflicer 
is specific andg limited; and inasmuch as it 
vyrows out of the laws of the state, the sure- 
ties signing the bond are conclusively pre- 
sumed to know its extent. The law enters 
into and becomes a part of such contract as 
eflectually as if set out therein. The Consent 
of an officer acting under such dedimus po- 
testatem to stipulations beyond this grant of 
power, would bein excess of his authority 
and yoid.

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SOUTHERN COTTON GOODS OUT WEST. 
The New England manufacturers of coarse 
cotton goods are certainly not very modest 
~~ “when they ask the railroad companies to re- 
4 imburse them for the disadvantages they are 
under in competition with the southern 
mills for the trade of the northwest. The 
railroads have about as much as they can do 
to carry their own watered burdens without 
taking up those of the New England mills. 
The latter had better accept the situation at 
once, and go to work to make fine goods. If 
they do not do this, the south will soon begin 
to make fine as well as coarse goods, and then 
will go up from the camp 
of the monopolists. The tiuth 
is, the New England mills have so long 
depended upon subsidies of one kind or an- 
other that they are not willing to give their 
rivals afair field. In this case they cannot. 
help themselves, The south has as good ad- 
a vantages in transportation as she has in the 
4 : manufacture of eheap cotton goods. Our 
; railroads send iong trains of empty cars back 
to the northwest every day, and if New Eng- 
land wants arate war over cotton goods, we 
gay let her have it. The south is now able to 
supply itself with cheap cotton goods, and it 
proposes withaut wnuch delay to also supply 
the prosperous section from which it draws 
many other classes of supplies. We now buy 
from the west, but the west buys nothing 
3 fom us. Fair dealing and ordinary business 
% gense willlead the west to prefer southern 
goods, other things being equal, Southern 
railroads will, of course, see that the New 
Engiand milis obtain no undue advantage, 
and the whole question as to which set of 
mills shail supply the northwest with sheet- 
ing and uther coarse goods will be simply 
one of cost at the distributive centers. This 
s as it should be. 


THE BUSINESS OUTLOOK. 

Money is easy in New York, the crop pros 
pects are improving in the northwest as the 
weather becomes milder, the movement of 
crops to the seaboard is well maintained, and 
the spring trade bids fair tocome up to early 
expectations, Money is now flowing to New 
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York from all parts of the country, and no 
fear is expressed of any currency trouble in 
that great monetary center. The prospects 


for a large wheat crop in California and in 
Kansas are now considered good, 
and every day lessens the per 
centage of damage from winter- 


killing in the other wheat growing states. 
This excellent outlook has operated to de- 
press the price of wheat, corn and oats, and 
the farmers are sending their corn to market 
very fast in anticipation of warm weather. 
Unless some disaster that cannot now be fore- 
seen overtakes the winter wheat crop, it will 
probably be equal to that ef last year. The 
railroads are kept busy in moving wheat and 
corn to the seaboard and in carrying back 


merchandise. Railroad earnings were never 
much better. There are, it is true, some 
complaints about the spring trade, 


but taken as a whole it is of an encouraging 
nature, and northern merchants will become 
hopeful as the roads and weather become bet- 
ter. The situation is altogther brighter than 
it was a week ago; andeven Wall street is par- 
ticipating in the change. Values are going 
up after a long period of stagnation, and se- 
curities are in demand. The reported placing 
of the Georgia Pacific loan 1s, if contirmed, 


evidence that a change has taken place 
in Wall street, which has of late 
been the duilest and gloomiest 


place in New York. If there are no great 
strikes in the iron trade, no unexpected fail- 
ures of large proportions, and no crop disas- 
ters—this is, we admit, a large contingency— 
the remainder of the year promises to be as 
prosperous as the first three months were bar- 
ren of good results. Wheat and corn and 
cotton may go lower, but if they do the ex- 
port demand will be quickened, and this will 
put down the price of sterling, which is at 
present a little above the gold-exporiing 
point.

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FIVE TIMES A MURDERER, 


An Arkansas Man in Jall and Charged With Several 

Terrible Crimes. 
LITTLE Rock, April 11.—John Shadowen is the 
name of a late resident of Mississippi county, who 
is now under arrest, with five charges of murder 
hanging over his head. He came originally from 
Lincoln county, Kentucky, where he is said to have 
committed the five murders referred to. His 
One was the killing of one Berry Davis, in 1862, and 
he is charged with having afterwards murdered a 
Dr. Bell, one Read, and two confederate soldiers, 
whom he put out of the way by cutting their 
throats. Hemarried and removed to Arkansas, 
under the assumed name of William Owens, where 
he remained undiscovered for years, with a reward 
on his head and his wife ignorant of his real 
name and hiscrimes. A few days after his arrival 
in Arkansas he told his wife her mother was dead 
and that he had no relatives, striving to thus cut 
off all communication with their old home. A 
short time ago the wife undertook to write a letter 
to a friend in Lincoln county, Kentucky. Shadowen 
came in and seeing the letter began to curse her, 
and crying out: “‘You want toget me hung,”’ struck 
hera terrible blow on the back of the head, frem 
the effects of which she lost her reason. During 
her ravings she talked wildly of the old Kentucky 
home, and the fact becoming public the 
sheriff despatched a large number of letters to that 
state, one of which fell into. the hands of the 
woman's mother, near Stanford. She immediately 
forwarded money and her unfortunate daughter 
was brought home and the murderer arrested. 
Upon the same day that Mrs. Shadowen received 
that cowardly blow their two little children died 
most mysteriously, anditis thought by some that 
they were murdered by their unnatural father. 
Shadowen declares his entire innocence, but the 
case looks decidedly the other way, and it will be a 
queer thing if he is not convicted and hanged in 
short order.

One house alone has now between 3,00 and 4,000 
bbis of whisky there, where it is to remain from one 
to two years. The temperature of Bermuda wi!] 
average about 70 degrees for the year, while in 
Canada the temperature is for about four monthe 
out of the year below zero, and it is a uniform heat 
that is required to mature whisky. The principal 
opposition in Canada comes from the native dis 
tillers, as the importation of American whisky 
there would cause a strong competition. As an {!- 
lustration, alcohol is selling here at 36c per gallon, 
while the Canadian distillers receive 90c per gallon. 
Now, if we were allowed to ship our alcohol there 
it would reduce the price of the Canadian article ‘to 
about 40ca gallon,and their whikky would be af- 
fected at about the same ratio."’ 


The Tennessee Commission. 

The railroad commission bill passed bythe Ten- 
nessee general assembly, and approved by the gov- 
ernor, applies only to lines already constructed. It 
authorizes the appointment of three commissioners 
by the governor, and fixes the term of office at two 
years from January Ist of the present year. Vheir 
successors are to be elected by the people in Novem- 
ber, 1884, and every two years thereafter. Discrim- 


ination in freight or passenger rates is pro- 
hibited, but contracts for special rates for 
developing industrial enterprises are al- 
lowed. In all cases of extortion the fic- 


jured party may recover ten times the amouat of 
damage eustained. The commissioners are directed 
to institute a suitin any court of jurisdiction 
against all offending roads, and whenever a verdict 
is rendered in favor of the state, they shall fixa 
poe of not less than®$100 por more than $1,000 to 
2 imposed on the defendant. Actions to recover 
damages must be commenced within six months 
after the cause of action accrues Rates for trans- 
portation of freight shall not be considered exces 
sive if the net earnings of a road are only a just and 
fair return on its assessed valuation. The fore- 
going provisions take effect on the first of next 
July. The commissioners shall agree on a tariff of 
rates, which shall be posted at all depots, and no 
deviation is allowed therefrom. No road can make 
a contract with any other road or with acommon 
carrier by water either for the transportation of 
freight. Written notice shall be given by the commis- 
siouers to roads on which necessary repairs should 
be made, and the proceedings must be embracea in 
theirannual reportto the legislature. Free pass- 
age must be given- the commissioners while per 
forming their duties. All companies, trustees, 
and receivers shall make annual returns of their 
business to the commissioners by the Ist of Septem- 
berin each year. These reports are to be made up 
at the close of business on the 50th of June next 
preceding. A neglect or refusal to furnish sucha 
reportis punishable by a fine of $100 for each day 
of such neglect or refusal. Annual reports shall be 
mace to the governor by the commissioners on or 
before the Istday of December. The bill does not 
apply to any railroad in course of construction, or 
which may hereafter be begun or constructed, un- 
til ten years after 1t iscompleted. 


The Memphis, Selma and Brunswick. 
From the Memphis Appeal.

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THE IRISH TRIALS, 


Carey on the Stand—An Attack om the Hunaway 


Leaguera. 

DUBLIN, April 11.—The trial of Joe Brady, on the 
charge of murdering Cavendish and Burke, began 
this morning. Notwithstanding that it was known 
that absentees would be summarily fined one hun- 
dred pounds, many of the jurors on the panel 
failed toappear. The swearingin of the jury cc- 
cupied one hour, counsel for the prisoner having 
the right to chaliengetwenty. The case for the 
crown was opened by Mr. Porter. The first wit- 
ness called was Farrell, the informer, who tes ‘ified 
at the preliminary examination of the prisoner 
in Kilmainham courthouse. He repeated 
his testimony given at that time. James Carey, who 
also turned informer at the Kilmainham investiga 
tion, was the next witness. His evidence was the 
same ashe had before given. Upon the conclu- 
sion of Carey’s direct examination the courtad- 
journed for the day. Carey’s face was flushed 
while he was giving his evidence. Carey wasin 
the witness box for an hour and three quarters. 
He gave a detailed account of the 
formation of the ‘‘Invincibles,’’,sbut he was not al- 
lowed to go into the plots against the lives of Forster 
and Karl Cowper, While Carey was testifying 
Brady followed the evidence closely, and frequently 
sent notes to his solicitor. Carey became perfectly 
cool in his demeanor towards the close of his evi- 
dence. One of the knives found in Riogland 
basin was produced in order that he might identify 
it as one of these supplied by 
Sheridan from London. Mr. Murphy, the 
crown counsel, has stated that the authorities 
know who ‘number one’’ is, and it is expected 
that the photograph of this mysterious person will 
be produced. 

In his address opening the prosecution against 
Brady, Mr, Porter said this case should teach one 
lesson, that there could be no honor among the 
members ofsuchasociety. The men who had insti- 
gated and warmed it into life; the men who 
supplied it with funds which encouraged it to carry 
on its designs had fled to foreign lands. If tnere 
was any further proof required of how the conspir- 
ators deserted those who were unlawfully leagued 
with them, it was furnished by the fact that the 
crown had, even in this case, been compelled to 
provide the means for defending Brady from this 
terrible charge. 

At the meeting of the Irish national! league here 
to-day, the treasurer acknowledged;the receipt from 
Australia of five thousand pounds from the Irish 
sympathizers in that country. The secretary read 
a letter from Mr. Redmond, who is agitating the 
question oflrish wrongs in Austraha. It says 
that the developments in the Phcenix park murder 
case are doing the league much injury there, and 
have already materially interfered with his success.

THE BLACKMAILING SCHEME OF 
DOCTOR MARSHALL. 


Nude Pictures Gawked Around for the Purpose of 
Gaining Money—What Mary's Fether Hes to 
Bay About It—Two Big Brothers That 

, Were Very Conveniently Near. 


New York, April 11.—Dr. Hamilton Griffin, step- 
father and business manager of Miss Anderson, is 
in the city, and has been much besought as to the 
blackmeiling stories now afloat. At last he said: 
“T haven't time to bother with every loafer who 
wants to blackmail me. I know I haven't any. 
thing to conceal, and I’m quite certain™ Miss An- 
derson hasn’t. But there are iots of people doing 
this sort of thing every day. I always turn them 
over to the police and bother myself no more about 
i@® | suppose the wayin which this last matter 
leaked out was through the post-office department. 
There have been frequent attempts to blackmail 
Miss Anderson, but I always treat the letters as I 
have told you: They are probably written by 
persous who do not know that Miss 


Anderson has a stepfather, a mother, anda big 
brother, who always travel with her and are quite 
able to protecther. She will soon have another big 
brother, for my son, Frank Griffin, only fifteen 
years old, has reached five feet ten inches, and 
weighs close to one hundred and fifty pounds.”’ 
Dr. Griffin is about tive feet eleven inghes in height 
and though fifty years old is a fine athletic man 
who looks ten years younger than he is. Joseph 
Anderson, the ‘‘big brother,’’ stands six feetin his 
tennis shoes; weighs oae hundred and seventy 
pounds, and is a well trained atnlete. Dr. Griffin’s 
assertion about the family’s ability to take care of 
Miss Anderson appears to be well founded. In 
further conversation Dr. Griffin stated that this had 
been the best season Miss Anderson has ever had. 
“IT never pay any attention to such letters,’’ said 
the doctor, ‘‘but this time it was a ‘iittle different. 
This man Marshall wrote a letter some time ago to 
Miss Anderson, wherein he stated that he had some 
propertg belonging to her that was valuable. It 
was nothing butatintypeanda photograph. They 
were sent to Miss Anderson, and of course 1 got 
them. Nobedy would ever think they were taken 
for her, and everybody knows they were not. 
Whoever this blackmailer was I haven't found out 
yet, but he wanted $10,000 for returning these pho- 


ographs. This Mr. Marshall seems to be all right, 
and i guess he is. He simply sent On the 
pictures that had got into his  posses- 


sion. How they got there beats me. Well, I got 
several letiers from Marshall, and several other let- 
ters Signed ‘:aith, Hope and Charity.’ ‘These latter 
letters were quite modest at first, but | suspected 
aton¢ee a blackmailing seheme,and turned them 
over to the police, asl always do. They asked for 
money for suppressing something about Miss An- 
derson. Well, finding there was nothing to sup- 
press, I let the whole thing drop. I wrote to Mar- 
shall at his postoffice address, box 187, Pittsburg, 
and got several letters from him. He seems to be 
innocent. He simply forwarded the ‘Faith, Hope 
and Charity’ letters. That’s all there is to it.”’ 

Dr. Marshall, who isnowin prison in Pittsburg, 
says: ‘‘About the middle of last December a pack- 
age was handed in atmy house. I opened itand 
found a letter signed ‘Faith, Hope and Charity,’ 
three pictures and a note requesting me to write to 
Miss Anderson and ask $10,000 for the pictures 
Well, I didn’t know what to do about it; but 
wrote to Miss Anderson saying that I had some 
things that were of value to her. I wrote twice, 
and Dr. Griffin responded to the second letter, 
asking me to send him the pictures. I replied say- 
ing that I would place the whole thing in his 
hands, that lI knew nothing about it and that I 
would forward the pictures by express. I did so, 
and about the middle of February | received a let- 
ter from Dr. Griffin saying that he had placed the 
whole matter in the bands of the chief of police. 
That’sall Il heard of the matter until 1 saw State- 
ments in the papersto-day.”’ 

“ffave you any idea who the principals were?’’ 
the doctor was asked. 

‘‘T have an idea that they areex-convicts. When 
I was across the river two years ago I heard some 
vague allusions that there would be a big scheme 
some day and I suppose this is it.”’ 

‘Did the pictures resemble Miss Anderson ?”’ 

“Well, I don’t know; I didn’t examine them 
closely. There were three pictures—two tintypes 
and one card. They were taken at different sit- 
tings.’’ 

‘Suppose Dr. Griflin had agreed to pay the $10,- 
000: how were you to letthe principals know?’’ 

“The note said thatI wasto putthe following 
perso alin the newspapers: °O. K. Faith, Hope 
and Charity.’ They were to make arrangements to 
receive the money, butas 1 said before, 1 merely 
handed the things over to Dr. Griffin. I wrote him 
that I would take my $10,000 in a check on the bank 
of eternity, and thatI would help him to arrest the 
perpetrators. I don’t know who they were and my 
only suspicion is that thev are the ex-convicts. | 
am between the horns of a djlemma; for, accord- 
ing to the papers, I am either a rascal or a fool, and 
Il want toget in hetween the two.’’

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Alabama Mineral 

WASHINGTON, April 11.—In view of the passage at | 
the last session of congress of a bill ‘‘to exclude 
the public lands in Alabama from the operation of 
the laws relating to mineral lands,’ the secretary 
of the interior has written te the district land offi- 
cers in Alabama in part as follows: “In order to 
carry out the provisions of said act, it will be neces 
sary to prepare a list of all public lands heretofore 
reported as mineral that have not been entered, 
and have them offered by president's proclamation. 
In the meantime you will be careful not to allow 
an entry tobe made for any lands lists of which 
were transmitted to your office October 23, 1879, nor 
of other tracts that have been since investigated 
and reported as valuable for minerals. All exist- 
iog bona fide entries under the homestead laws 
may be perfected, regardless of the mineral charac- 
ter of the land. Any contest pending before you, 
where the only allegation is the mineral character 
of the land, must be dismissed. The law requires 
the offering to embrace all lands heretofore report- 


ed as containing coal or iron that remain undis- 
posed of by eniry or sale. 


Eight Men in a Cave. 
ESCANABA, Mich., April 11.—A cave in occurred 
at Keelridge mine between Quinnessee and Iron 
Mountain soon after 1 o’clock yesterday afternoon, 
carrying down the engine house and eight men.

LETTER FROM 1 AN INVALID. 


Among the Girlea—Lecture Talks on Macbeth—A 
Theory on Trial, But Not a Hebby. 
From the Richmond Christian Advocate. 

Nearmy cottage is an institution for young la- 
dies, and Iam strong enough at timés to make it a 
visitand give a lecture talk. The past fall I have 
been lecturing ia aconversatioaal way on Macbeth, 
and I have enjoyed it greatly, not only on account 
of my own interest in this wonderful production of 
Shakspeare'’s genius, but yet more because of the 
intellectual and moral attention the young stu- 
dents gave to the enticisms. Intellectual and 
moral attention, 1 say, for no other words can ex- 
press the habitually eager and reflective throught 
they bestowed on the discussions, and the pains- 


taking to which their note books and 
subsequent essays bore witness, It made 
me feel very young—aye, younger 


than I was thirty years ago, though notin the same 
way, for then my nerves thrilled to a fuller life, 
and in these later days 1 can only respond to the 
poetry and eloquence, for the most part, with emo- 
tious confined to mental impressions, Is there any- 
thing in the phenomena of lost health, ef tremulous 
nerves, of acute physical sensibility, that helps one 
in talking to wel. educated girls? I incline to think 
thatnoman knows the most refined happiness of 
speech unless he is an invalid and delivers lectures 
to girls who are sufficiently cultured to sympa- 
thize with him and his topics. I never had the 

yleasure—what a pleasure 'twould be—to hear Dr. 
Pafferty lecture, but Ican inform him as a fellow 
sufferer, that if he will try one of his lectures on 
an audience of women only, he will not need fora 
week that itinerant apothecary shop which Dr, Ed- 
wards has made famous. 

But to thegirls. Most of them are seniors in a 
college sense, understand—and some are post 
graduetes. The latter interest me particularly. For 
years past I have been writing and talking to iuduce 


our female colleges to establish 4 
post graduate course, and some of them 
have succeeded in doing it. Longfellow once 


said to me that most young men left college about 
the time thev ought to enter, and I have found this 
even more true of youug ladies than of the other 
sex. Judging by my own observation, 1 have no 
hesitation in saying that,in many cases, one year 
in a good post-graduate couse is worth any three 
years of a young lady’s education. This remark is 
specially applicable to culture as distinct from edu- 
cation, and as the crowning completeness of edu- 
cation. —— of mind as to spontaneous 
activity, ard, as. differenced from volitional 
activity, eonatieaten the specific value of this post- 
graduate training. Im my recent lecture-talks I 
have been struck by the facility with which the 
post-graduates mastered their wori , and the enthu- 
siasin that sustained an uuflagging energy through 
twenty-one lectures on Macoeth, one hour each, 
Time does a work for the human mind as time, 
and justas it bas done for an oak tree. I find it so 
wih the pest-graduates. Apart from ‘this, what an 
advantage to a young lady of eighteen to keep out 
of society for a yearortwo; toget a book-knowledge 


of human nature by the study of history and 
literature, so far as this is attainabdie; 
and above ali, to avoid that 


early and dissipating contact with life which too 
often makes the world a collapsed balloon before a 
woman is fortv! ‘‘Learn to labor and to wait;’’ 
yes, O, poet, butlearn to wait and labor, though 
verily it be prose, I do not think the post-graduates 
will be guilty of the folly (i Came near writing sin) 
of siopping their intellectual growth after they 
marry and settle down. Marrying and settling 
down, if judiciously done, are very admirable 
things. Buta woman may be thoroughly domestic, 
and yet continue her culture, and tis isthe kind 
of woman on which the church and the century 
are now pressing their obligations as never before 
There is nowa vew church, and a new age, ad 
thanks to providence, a new womanhood. 

Ny girls have been intensely engaged in the anal- 
vsis of Lady Macbeth’s character, The evil of 
wor dly ambition in a wife for the sake of a hus- 
band, and the greater evil of crushing out the we-
